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DEATH OF MRS. RIDLEY. 
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THE LAST HOURS OF THE LATE 
SENATOR HILL'S DAUGHTER. 


The Cause of Her D ath Reviewed—The Last Fata! 
Drive—The Depreasior, the Revival of Hope, 
é and the Finel Fading Away of Life—A 
Momoert of Consc:ousness— Funcera). 


At twenty minutes past two o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, Mrs. R. B. Ridley died of 
paralysis of the brain, induced by a fall from 
her carriage, at the residence of Mr. E. T. 
May onthe Boulevard. At 5 o'clock her re- 
mains were escorted by a large cortege of 

riends to her residence on Peachtree street. 
The funeral will take place to-morrow morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock. 

The Cause of Mra. Uidley’s Lilnesa. 

When THe CONSTITUTION went to press on Satur 
night it was thought Mrs. Ridley’s recovery 
was well nigh impossible. 

On Sunday morning there wasa revival of hepe. 
Her pulse was normal, her body bad about recover 
edits normal heat, and Drs. Westmoreland and 
Todd thoughtit probable she would recover. Dr. 
Westmoreland said’ 

“The one danger before her is the reaction, which 
willsetin this afternoon. If it is not extremely 
violent, she will get weil.”’ 

At about five o'clock the reaction began. The 
pulse quickened from 6) to about 75, and there was 
cousiderabie. The physicians were afraid to 
attempi to check it then, for fearit might be stop- 
ped too soon.

The family*was 
notified that death must ensue during the day, and 
they gathered by the bedside of their loved one to 
await, with what calmness they could command, 
the dread sumimous. 

Atabout 2 o'clock Dr. Westmoreland told Dr. 
Ridley thathis wife had butafew moments to 
live. In less than a half hour she passed away. 
With her husband at her side, her hand clasped in 
his,and his head beside herson the pillow—with 
her mother, brothers and sister gathered about her 
—her pure and gentle soul wingedits way toa 
happier and better world. | 

It will comfort her friends to know that her death 
was painless. Dr. Westmoreland said: ‘“‘She never 
suffered one moment after she became unconscious, 
Itappeared that she was in pain, but she felt no 
more hurt than a sleeping child in its mother’s 
arme.’’ There was present in the room when she 
died, besides the family, Captain May and his wife, 
who have been uuremitting in their kindness, Mrs. 
Richard Peiers, Mrs. Dr. White, and Mis. J. B. Gor- 
don. 

It has been said that Mrs. Ridley was not conscious 
after she fell. Thisappearsto bea mistake. When 
she jumped from the carriage the horse was not 
running, but was ratuer plunging. She wasanan- 
usually fearless horsewoman and it ig believed was 
led ints stepping from the carriage because of the 
unusual character of the noise behind her, because 
of the low height of the carriage, and because the 
horse was stopped at the instant she jumped. It 
doubtiess sprang forward just as her foot left the 
steps and threw her yiolently to the ground. 

She was picked up by Mr. McCarty, who carried 
herinto Mr May’s yard. Captain May and Mr. W. 
A. Oshorn saw the accident from Mr. May’s resi- 
dence, and ran to meet her. She was brought tothe 
frontof the house. and there placed in an easy 
chair. It being thought she needed air more than 
anything else, she was kept there until her husband 
come. Asshe was beingcarried from the street she 
kept saying: “Please take me home!’’ and was then 
When Dr. Ridley arrived, he felt her 
pulse and asked at once for more brandy. He gave 
her this end then earried ber into the house.

‘The fatal ride that was her last, was 
the first she bad taken since the birth of this child, 
and many people remember how radiant and beau- 
tiful and happy she looked that bright afternoon 
asshe rode up and down Peachtree, tossing her 
child up and down in frontof her—a very picture 
of charming young motherhood. The last time 
the wri er saw her alive, he drove past her home 
on Peachtree, where she had stopped to confide 
her child tothecare of its nurse. Then witha 
ringing laugh, she gave an order to her driver, and 
the carriage moved up the street. 

The community bas never been more saddened 
by any death, and the heartfelt sympathy of our 
entire people goes out tothe noble husband and 
his motheriess litue children and to the bereaved 
family. May God in His infinite mercy temper 
this affliction and give them grace and strength to 
bear it. 

Arrangements for the Funeral. 

At five o'clock yesterday evening, a long line of 
carriages was drawn up in front of Mr. May’s resi- 
dence The body of Mrs, Kidley was to be carried to 
her late home on Peachtree, and a large number 
of friends bad gathered to express their love for the 
dead and their sympathy with the living. The body 
wae placed in a temporary casket, and conveyed to 
the carriage,with Messrs. 8. M. Inman, A. E, Thorn- 
ton, KR. J. Lowry, H. C. Glenn,Jobn Fitten, H. W. 
Grady, William M. Dickson, Osgood Sanders, ©, E.

Pubile indignation. 
Throughout the entire city, along with the deep 
seuee of sorrow over the accident, is a feeling of 


strong indignation against those who caused it. 
The matter is now undergoing investigation, and 
the individuals whose recklessness resulted in the 
sad and tregic death of this beleved-wife and moth- 
er will be held up for public ceusure if not for pun- 
ishments by the courts. There are many able law- 
yers in the city who expressed the opinion yester- 
day that the men who caused the accident commit- 
ted an Outrage that is puntshable under the law, 
andafull investigation will be made, and the 
guilty ones will be made to suffer ifthere is any 
law under which it can be done. THE 
CONSTITUTION has received many complaints, nota- 
b y from citizens on Peachtree street, of the reck- 
less riding of the negroes J. A. Brown and Albert 
Thomas, who were in the crowd that rode up be- 
hind Mrs. Ridley's carriage, and caused the acci- 
dent. For six months these men have been accus- 
tomed to do reckless riding on Peachtree street, and 
B own has made himself obnoxious on more than 
one oceesion on the Boulevard. Heowns an un 
geinly pacing sernb, and dashes up and down the 
Boulevard to show him off. THE} jCon- 
STITUTION is making a thorough investigation 
of the whole affair and in due season will lay the 
fac’s before its readers. In the meantime the proper 
legal steps will be taken to meje out deserved pun- 
ishment to those who caused the lamentable acci- 
dent. 

Dr. Ridley, just after the accident occurred, said: 

“There is not the slightest blame to be attached 
to the horse orto Mr Jones who sold him to me. 
The horse was perfectly gentle and had been 
tried by me thoroughly before buying. Any 
horse, no matter how _ gentle, wouid 
hav@ shown im disposition to run 
under the circumstances that started this one.’’ 

Mr. Charlie Hiil said: 

‘The horse was perfectly gentle and no fault can 
be attached toit. I saw it before it was bought 
aud after the accident, drove it ten miles through 
the streets and never drove a gentler horse any- 
where.’’

and numerous other guiches emptied their accu- 
mulatine waters from the mountai.s into these two 
main gulebes, making a volume of water that 
rushed down Whitewood with resistless force. 
Central City, Anchor City and Golden Gate are on 
the Deadwood gulch, above Deadwood City. 
The greater portion of Central City wes 
above the flood, but for Anchor City 
and Golden Gate there was no escape, the 
guieh there not being over 600 feet wide. Penning- 
ton isentirely gone. The valley is fleoded and haif 
offSpeartish is washed away. Crook City is nearly all 
gone. The water is now falling, though there is 
much snowinthe mountaius yet. George Chan- 
dier and wife, and twounknown men are known 
to have been drowned. Rope and basket communi- 
cation has been established between the two parts 
of the city. The main residential portion of Dead- 
wood is from 100 to 500 feet above the gulch, and the 


main business portion is also above the 
danger line. The portion destroyed 
was occupied by cheap tenement’ houses, 


second class hotels, laundries, smal) traders, sport- 
ing houses, livery stables, etc. Some of the build- 
ings are built over the stream, which, at its ordina- 
ry stage. is buta few feet wide. This iocality is 
generally avoided, however, its danger being recog- 
nized. When the flood came, timely warning was 
given by meaus of the telephonesystem, which ex- 
ists in the hills and the most valuable articles were 
removed by the residents—so far, but tbre bodies 
have been recovered, bu itis believed now the 
losscflife has been great. When the flood came, 
it swept everything before it, excepting the most 
substantial buildings. The losses in Jeadwood will 
reach $700,000. Golden Gate, Anchor clty, Central 
city, South Bend and Crook city are ali heavy los-

Adispatch from Masen City, Lil., to the Luter- 
Ocean says: The residence of C. A. Stone, three miles 
s utheast cf here, was destroyed by 
storm. HannahjRace, a servant,was carried by the 
eyclone about forty yards and instantly killed, A 
young child was also killed, and seven other inmates 
of the bouse were more or less seriously injured.

AS AFFECTING THE PRESIDENCY 
AND THE SPEAKERSHIP. 


A Fiyer Thrown out for the Present Dude of the White 
House—Greshbem of Indiana—The Wondertully 
Good Digestion of Mr. Tilden—The Ohio 
Contest— Randall aud the Speakership. 


New York, May 21.—Speculations aa to the com- 
ing presidential contest, and the pending struggle 
over the speakership, during the dull seasou, occu 
py the entire attention of the politicians, The 
views expressed are’many and diverse, most of them 
remarkable for the fact that they will be never 
heard of again. The Boston Traveller contributes 
several interviews, ia one of which Senator Dawes 
cond.scends to say that ‘it is for republicaus to say 
whether they wi!l succeed or not in 1884. They 
beat themselves last year in the three leading states 
of New York, Peunsylvavia and Ohio, and in Mas- 
sachusetts, and they can, of course, repeat the same 
achievement, if they choose, next year. But they 
cannot be otherwire beaten. The people have not 
changed their minds upon the great fundamental 
principles. There is not the slightest indication of 
a reversal of the emphatic judgment of approval on 
the one side and condemnation on tke other which 
have made up the record’ since — 1860. 
The cause of recent defeats are tobe found else- 
where. We shall be a united, and, therefore a tri- 
umphant party in 1884. The tariff issue cannat 
escape a degree of prominence in 1884. The demo- 
cratic party is endeavoring now to avoid it, and is 
striving to hide itself behind phrases and words so 
put together that they can be used anywhere and 
by anybody. I don’t think they will succeed. What 
shall be ihe future internal improvement policy of 
the governmeut? What ch ck shall be put upon 
combined corporate and associate control of trade, 
traflic, and comme:ce between and through the 
states; how the transmission of intelligence by 
telegraph, telephone, -or otherwise shall be 
regulated, whether civil service reform fhall go for- 
ward or beckward, whether internal taxes shal) be 
altogether abolished, aud whether the public funds 
shall be appropriated for the education of the illit- 
erate of the land, are all “questions forcing them- 
selves to the front. But ihe course of the next ses- 
sion of congress will have much to do with furnish- 
ing matters for discussivn in the next-presidential 
campaign. if think our differences are healing. Iu 
Penunsyivania and New York the republicau party 
is becomiug more unified daily. Patilson ana Cleve- 
land have disgusted-the men whoelected them, All 
are seeipg that the method of reforming 
the republican party by electing democratic ca: di- 
dates is not proving @ success. Vigorous and 
honest reform within the party promises better re- 
suits. President Arthur’s administration is decided- 
ly strengthening the party. While it is not above 
criticism, itis a very ciean and honest administra- 
tion, endeavoring to do its duty. Itlacks enterprise 
and istoo much under social influences, but still 
its whole purpose ison the rightside. Itserves no 
man and it nursesno faction in the ak itis en- 
titled tc a hearty support. I donot thiuk that the 
republican party will re-elect Governor Butler. 
knoughissuflicient. The party organization is in 
exceliest hands. The mistakes of lust year will not 
be repeated. The good name of the state§wiil be 
lifted out of the dirt, and weshall see the party 
stronger and more heal hy than ever.”’ 

On the question of acandidate for the republi- 
ean presidential nomination, Mr. Lodge, chairman 
of the republican committe, of Massachusetts, says: 
‘‘Men of the type of Mr. Edmunds or Senator Haw- 
ley w uld make good candidates The fact. though, 
that Vermon! iS a smuil state and is assuredly re- 
publican, isagainst kdmunds. Should President 
Arthur desire the nomiuation, I think the character 
of his administration thus far has been such as to 
make nim a strong candidate. Buti think it prob- 
able that the nomination may goto a new man, 
like secretary Lincoln, for instance. He would, if 
nominaied, possess certain elements of strength 
aside from thuseinherentin his own personality. 
The American people have‘a good deal of senti- 
menpt.nd the fact that the secretary is the son of 
Abraham Lincoln would count for something.’’ 

From Washington comes the intimation that Ar- 
thur is in the race. Congressinan Crowley’s Buffalo 
speech in favor of the president isattracting a good 
dea] of attention here and strengthens the genera! 
confidence in hisstatement regarding the true 
cause of his resignation, It’s looked upon in po- 
litical quarters asa flyer, put outto see how thé 
presidential wind is blowing. There is no doubt 
that Arthur’s friends are preparing to make a strong 


fight in his behalf for re-nomination and re 
election. 

How. Jesse L. Williams, of Indiana, says: Just 
at presenta new man iscoming tothe front I al- 


lude to Postmaster Gresham, whom I have known 
for many year. He is somewhat new in national 
politics, ana there is, of course, no'talk of him as a 
presidential candidate, but the party could not do 
better than select him. General Arthur has made 
a good president. When ‘Garfield died there was 
great anxiety about Arthur, but he has proved him- 
self to pe a staunch man. 
The Tilden Development. 

NeW YORK, May 21--A New York congressman 
remarked to-day: “It would surprise 
those who talk of Mr. Tilden’s fail- 
ing health tosee him. Ihave just returned from 
a Visit to the ex-governor, and was astonished to 
find him looking so well. I had been led to believe 
him as tottering on the verge of the grave; but, to 
my surprise, I found nim looking much better than 
when i saw him three years ago ’’ 
aes he not altered greatly in aj pearance since 
then?’ 

‘‘He has; butfor the better. Why, his grasp isas 
firm asthat of a much younger man. His com- 
plexion is good, and the shaking, which has been 
+o much talked about, is less than it was when | 
last saw him.,”’ 

“Did his mental faculties appear to be impared at 
ail?’’ 

“No, sir. Indeed, he shows no trace of any fal- 
ling offin that direction. Justto show you how 
clear his miud is, I might mention that we talked 
of matters thatcame up whenI visited him three 
years ago, and his recollection of them was very 
distinct. Heseemed moreconversant with the sub- 
ject than I did. I was really surprised. When] 
parted with him, he gave my hand a good strong 
grasp, § assure you.’”’ 

Hon. Smith M. Weed, who has been prominently 
identified with the democratic party in New York 
many years, was asked to-day: 

‘“Whatis the outlook for the success of the demo- 
cratic party this fall, Mr. Weed ?’’ 

‘‘There is no question but that the democrats 
will carry the state, both at the coming election 
andin 1884’ 

‘*‘Do you believe that Mr. Tilden will be a candi- 
date for the presidential nomination ?’’ : 

“T am out of politics now, and do not care to 
speak personally of candidates. Mr. Tilden, how- 
ever, would make a strong candidate.”’ 

‘‘Wonld not Tammany seek to defeat him if he 
received the nomination ?”’ 

“Undoubtedly. Butif Mr. Tilden’s name is pre- 
sented to the convention, he will be nominated, 
and afterwards elected, for all that Tammany can 
do. That body could not possibly prevent his 
election by the people.”’ ; 

“Whatare Mr. Hendricks’s chances?’’ 

“Very slight. I do not think he stands the 
slightest chance of receiving the nomination. He 
is the weakest of all the candidates who have been 
mentioned, and could not carry a single state in-the 
union.’’

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Walter Evans, ef Ken- 
tucky, who was to day appointed commissioner}: f 
internal revenue, by the president, is alawyer of 
some ability, and is well known in the politics of 
his state. He was at one time a law partner of 
Benjamin H, Bristow, in Hopkinsville, Ky., and 
wasa Bristow man at the convention in 1476 In 
1380 he was'a delegate tothe Chicago convention, 
and was one of the 306 who supported General 
Grant’s candidacy. In 1879, he was a candidate for 
governor of hisstate on the republican ticket. He 
has not heretofore held office, although he has had 
considerable influence in the disiribution of fed- 
ern] patronage in Kentucky. He and Postmaster- 
General Gresham are warm personal friends, and it 
is understood that the latter was instrumental fu 
securiug Evans the appointment. The new appointee 
qualified and was sworn in to-day at Louisville the 
occasion for haste being that the ten days for which 
an acting commissioner of internal revenue could 
be appointed expired to day, and it was necessary 
that the commissionership should at once be filled.

He fa- 
vored a union of the two churches, and prayed that 
the time might come. Hon. William Strong, favor- 
ed co-operation and brotherly relations. He would 


not speak on an organic union, Rev. Dr. T. Pryor, 
of Virginia, the venerable moderator, respondiug in 
able and happy style.

Preparing for His Coronation—A Pension for Make®’s 
Family. 

Moscow, May 21.—Thbe czar and carina arrived 
hereat six o'clock this evening, and proceeded to 
Pelroffsky palace. The city is decorated with flags 
in honor of the eapproacning ceremony of the coro- 
nation of theczar. Thestreets are crowded with 
people, great numbers of whom are arriving daily. 


Perfect order prevails. The czar has granted a hand- 
some. pension tothe family of the late M. Makoff,. - 
president of the society for regulating the social 
coudition of the Russian Jews, who committed 
suicide a few weeks ago. Kepor's which prevailed 
that M. Makoff's suicide wasdue to speculations on 
his part, and are therefore cousidered groundless, 
The ezar was received at the deoot by a number 
of grand dukes, princes aud generals. The national 
authem was played as he drove in a carriage to the 
palace, and great crowds cheered him along the 
route. It is estimated that 2v0,000 persons lined the 
street from the station # the palace. Order was 
maintaived by unarmed citizen guards. The duke 
and duchess of Edivgburg aud a spécial embassy 
which will represent France at the coronation has 
arrived. Windows from which a view may be 
had of the principal ceremony on the day of the 
coronation are beipg rénted at prices ranging from 
100 to 1006 roubles each. The police require per- 


sons hiring them to give sutisiacto 
evidence as to their character and will 
permit no one to occupy a8 window 


on the day of coronation until proof has been furn- 
ished that they have nosuspicivus articles on their 
persons. They have even forbidden the carrytog 
of orangesinto the buildings fram which a view 
may be be obtained, as they fear sham articles con- 
taining dynamite, and intended for use as bombs 
may get into the honuse and be used against the 
czar.

SILK CULTURE IN GEORGIA, 

Since the first settlement of Georgia there 
have been periods of excitement on the sub- 
ject of silk culture. The Oglethorpe colony, 
as®soun as 1¢ could gather its wits about it, 
set avout raising silk for shipment to the 
mother country. Those who invested in the 
business, however, soon gave itup. Whether 
they lacked patience or skill, or whether the 
returns were inadequate it is needless now 
to inquire. The enterprise languished and 
was finally given up. It was renewed again 
and again, but seemed somehow to lack 
some ingredient necessary for its nourish- 
ment, There are still to be seen in the neigh- 
borhooi of Savannah and the low country 
the evidence of the early interest in silk 
culture in the shape of mulberry groves and 
orchards, but the fair fingers that plucked 
the foliage and reeled off the cocoons have 
long since passed away. 

Quite recently renewed interest has been 
developed im silk culture in Georgia, and 
quite a number of eggs have been distributed 
in the state by the commissioner of agricul- 
ture. We suppose that reports of 
the success or non-success of those 
who have received the eggs will be made in 
due time, butit should be bornein mind 
that the thus far manifested is not 
only experimental, but casual. There is no 
doubt that silk can be successfully raised in 
Georgia, but like every other business, the 
management ofthe wormy and the manipu- 
lation of the cocoons demand a great deal of 
patience and perseverance, and unremitting 
atiention. It is true, the profits are very 
large, all things considered, but those who 
engage in silk culture either as a business or 
asa pastime will quickly discover that it is 
nota pastime vy any means. 

There is a lively and never ceasing demand 
tor cocoon: at the north and prices are regu- 
lated, not by quantity, but by quality, rang 
ing allthe way from seventy-five cents to 
three dollarsand ahalifa pound. The best 
food for the worais is said to be the foliage of 
the mulberry tree, but the osage orange i» 
n-ariy as good, and in some instances, it has 
been substituted with good results. The 
market for the cocoons is never glutted, and 
in New Yorka silk growers’ exchange has 
been established to facilitate sales. Mr. Dit- 
ler, of Atiunta, to whose cocoonery allusion 
has already been made in our local columns, 
has found the business profitable at the ex- 
pense of little labor. It is fair to say, howey- 
er, that Mr. Ditler had conaderab!le experi 
ence to begin with. Heis very enthusiastic 
ja regard wo the matter, after having calcula- 
t 4 aad discounted all the chances of failure. 
H» thinks that giris and young ladies, after a 
little experience, might very profitably en- 
gege in silk culture and earn comparatively 
large profits, Those who have mulberry 
trees or hedges of osage orange handy, will 
find no difficulty in the way, provided they 
are Wiiing to pay unceasing and unremitting 
atten ion to the worms for a few weeks.

PUBLIC HANGINGS. 

In the absence ofa circus, the people in 
various portions of the state have had the op- 
portunity of satisfying that morbid curiosity 
which, to some extent, affects every grade’ of 
human nature. Ordinarily, it would seem 
that no spectacle would be more revolting 
than that which accompanies the taking off 
of those who are condemned to suffer the ex- 
treme penalty of the law. It was formerly 
supposed that public executions exerted 
a moral effect by virtue of the termble exam- 
ple. The knife of the guillotine did its work 
under the eyes of the public, and in all ages 
of the world, tyrants have made bloody 
examples of those who transgressed their 
will. The masked headsman with his ax 
plays alarge partin history, and we read 
how the heads of traitors, 
what-not, have been displayed upon pikes as 
a warning to those inclined towards evil. In 
all ages, even in the present, it 
has been deemed proper and expedient 
to make a public display of the last resort of 


maiefactors “and 


justice. 

It isto be questioned, however, whether 
these public exhibitions have any eflect upon 
the public except to pander to a moroid curi- 
osity which isthe next thing to depravity. 
We doubt whether public hangings, for in- 
stance, such as we have recently had in Geor- 
gia, have any sort of effect upon the criminal! 
classes, These executions are not regarded 
as warnings. They are looked upon as a sort 
of show which is rarely seen, and which war- 
rants a sort of holiday excursion. 

Theie wasa public execution last Friday 
at Waycross, and it appears to have been a 
very attractive affair. All business was sus- 
pended for forty miles around, the plows 
were left in the furrows, and the turpentine 
stills were closed, and itis stated that not 
less than eight thousand people gathered to 


witness the hanging of a _ miserable 
criminal, This vast crowd of ‘whites 
and blacks was not by any 


means a solemn one; on the contrary, it was 
gaily expectant, the spectators having the air 
and attitude of people who gather to see a 
slight-of-hand performance, or any other in- 
teresting show. 

There was also a public Hanging at Lexing- 
ton, and we haye it from Ediior Gantt, of the 
Athens Banner-Watchman, that the crowd 
was large,and boisterous. It was so large, 
in fact, that Editor Gantt estimates 
that the hanging cost the farmers of Ozle- 
thorpe at least $10,000 in loss of labor at a 
most critical period. Inu this large crowd 
there were many drunken men and one 
drunken white woman—a specta le of de- 
bauchery that must have been appalling to 
any sober-minded person. 

There was still another degrading feature 
of the Lexington. spectacle to which Editor 
Gantt alludes in proper terms—namely, the 
presence of a large number of well-dressed 
und decent appearing women. It is difh- 
cult to imagine how any woman who lays 
claim to the finer feeling of the sex could so 
far forget herself, but there were a number 
of women at the Lexington hanging, and 
they seemed to be sincerely anxious so see 
whatever was to be seen, no matter how re- 
volting the spectacle might be. They watched 
the whole affairfrom beginning toend with 
unmoved faces, and seemed to be less affected 
than the men. This is the testimony of Edi- 
tor Gantt, who paid particular attention to 
this branch of the exhibition, as became a 
gallant newspaper man. 

One paragraph of Editor Gantt's account of 
the hanging, and the interest of the women, 
has a pastoral flavor not unlike the lusty muse 
of Herrick: ‘‘One rustic beauty’’—we use 
thelanguage of Editor Gantt—‘*to secure a 


better view, climbed to the top of a 
pine _ sapling, and, perched upon 
its topmost bough, complacently 


drank in the scene. There was at once a rush 
made for the inviting shade of that particular 
tree, the crowd healed by Judge Gillian 
and two reporters, and for awhile this new at- 
traction threatened to detract all interest from 


the execution. The gir! tucked her dress 
around her feet, and gazed down upon the 


enraptured audience as would a queen upon 
her throne.”’ 

At this point, the reader might be safe'y 
left to draw his own moral, but Tue ConstI- 
TUTION Cesires, in behalf of good morals, to 
address a word to the judges. May it please 
your honors, do away with these public exe- 
cutions. Let the ends of justice be as myste- 
death itself.

Only 4 
few days afterthishe recejvea a propositi:n from 
the Baltimore and Ovioto become its third vice- 
president and general manager ata salary of $15,-

enable him toremain with the line to which he was 
so much attached. If itis true, as stated that the 
joint management of the Shenandosh Valley and 
the Norfolk and Western has been partial to the for- 


mer at the latter's expense this X- 
planation. seems plausible It is flatly denied 
that the influence’ of Senator Mahone 


had anything whatever to do with Major Fink’s :es- 
ignaton. His connection with the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia is not at all affected by the 
resignation referred to.
